The Michigan State University Cooperative Extension Service 
will host a meeting for campground owners Wednesday, October 1 
at the Chief Shoppenagon Motor Hotel in Grayling. It is open to 
those interested in campgrounds and to the general public. 

The Michigan Association of Private Campground Owners will 
host a morning session beginning at 9:15 a.m. A business meeting 
for members and a discussion of campground problems, which is 
open to non-member owners, will be conducted in the forenoon. 

For tne afternoon session. beginning ai 1:15 p.m., a panei of 
area campground owners will report on the activities of the 1975 
camping season. Dr. Eugene F. Dice, Extension Specialist, 
Michigan State University will report on campground attendance 
data in the ditferent regions of the state during the 1975 camping 
season. He will also present a discussion of the problems af 
growth in the camnground industry in Michigan. The meeting wil! 
conclude at 3:15 p.m. 

The data being assembled by Dr. Dice indicates serious 
management problems are ahead resulting both from the 
tremendous growth in the number of campgrounds built in the past 
three years and the problem of travel fuel costs and shortages. The 
campground industry has grown so large, when considering both 
government owned and privately owned facilities, that it's difficult 
for individual campgrounds to attract enough customers to provide 
a decent income. Dice expects that “a period of high competition 
will follow in which numerous campgrounds may go out of 
business. This always results when the number of producers 
increases faster than the number of customers." The meeting will 
heip campgrouna owners to “gear up" for the competitive years.

In the whole flap about what Mrs. 
Gerald R. Ford told the television 
audience about sex and morality, and 
about what she revealed in a 
magazine article about allied sub- 
jects, | think the most sense comes 
from an unlikely source—from a lady 
whose husband wants to put Her in 
Betty Ford’s place, in the White 
‘House, and therefore necessarily 
under the public microscope. 

Comments by Helen Jackson, wife 
of presidential hopeful Sen. Henry 
Jackson of Washington, seemed to. 
make a lot of sense to me. 

Mind you now, ! don’t intend to 
enter the fray about Mrs. Ford’s 
morality, or her views about her 
offspring and society In general. 

ll] have to agree, however, that any 
parent who has raised four kids as 
Mrs. Ford has accomplished is 
entitled to the viewpoint that very 
little they might do would surprise 
her. I've got three, still growing, and 
very little surprises me anymore 
either. 

But that’s beside the point of this 
particular essay. 

Mrs. Jackson’s approach is that 
she simply would not answer the kind 
of questions that created controversy 
when answered by the First Lady. 

Helen Jackson thinks the ques- 
tions about the personal life of the 
Ford family were “rude and outra- 
geous,” and | agree. 

“I'd tell them those matters are my 
personal affairs and go on to the next 
question,” Mrs. Jackson commented. 

“Can you imagine any reporter 
asking Bess Truman those ques- 
tions? Nor would they ask such 
things of President Ford, so why 
subject his wife to them?” 

Somehow, some news persons—or 
those who purport to be “news 
reporters"—fee! that anything under 
the sun that they care to ask any 
public figure is a proper question and 
deserves response. 

Notice, for example, same of the 
almost insulting and inane questions 
thrust upon some public figures in a 
running news conference (seen on 
television of course) right after some 
specific occurrence of public import.

Fish Hatchery 


The Jordan River National 
Fish Hatchery is going to hold 
an open house on Saturday, 
September 27, 1975. The hours 
will be from 9:00 a.m. to 6:00 
p.m. This is in recognition of 
the National Hunting and Fish- 
ing Day, which is being observ- 
ed the same day. A guided tour 
and demonstration of feeding 
fish by machine will follow a 
short color slide presentation, 
showing hatchery operations. 
The slides will be shown at 9:00 
a.m., 11:00 a.m., 1:00 p.m., 
3:00 p.m. and §:00 p.m. The fish 
will not be fed during the tast 
guided tour, as they will have 
received their daily ration by 
that time. 

The hatchery is located in 
Antrim County approximately 
three miles north of Alba and 
two miles west of U.S. 131. 
Entrance can also be gained 
from the Jordan River Road. The 
gate will be opened only during 
the open house.

Any element of competition enters 
among the news folks; they'll fre- 
quently ask anything to provoke a 
titillating response. And sometimes 
the course of questioning is not 
relevant...is not intelligent...oris just 
downright not fair. 

It takes a savvy individual to parry 
some of these “news” questions. 
Personaily, | like Mrs. Jackson's 
suggestion on business, let's get 
back to the public issues.” 

Unfortunately, in my opinion, too 


many public figures fall into the trap; 


ihat every question deserves their 
answer, simply because the question 
was posed in the first place. | don't 
think that’s right. ; 

Certainly legitimate and proper 
questions, properly posed to public 
officials, deserve attention and de- 
serve response. When public officials 
dodge the answers, news reporters — 
as representatives of the public— 
have the responsibility to pursue the 
truth, no matter where it leads. 


But the Supervisor of Cohoctah 
Township does not have to outline a 
plan to solve the mid-East crisis, just 
because he’s asked; nor does the 
Mayor of Potterville have to detail his 
personal reactions to sex among 
senior citizens, simply because some 
guy with a microphone says the 
public has the right to know. 

Now, I’m not putting aii ine viame 
for the Betty Ford flap cn the 
shoulders of the interviewer; it seems 
to me, from what I've read about the 
whole thing, that Mrs. Ford may fave 
become carried away by the force of 
her own thoughts and convictions. 

But | do say that Helen Jackson’s 
atlitude of “that's my _ personal 
business” could well find mare favor 
among public figures. 

And | add the suggestion that 
public officials in general might well 
consider limiting their public com- 
ments to areas where they have 
legitimate interests and knowledge. 

Of course, if these two sugges- 
tions were universally adopted, there 
would be a lot more white space in 
newspapers and magazines...and a 
lot more silence on the air waves.

Exchange Student From Chile

Chilean life is similar yet 
different from life in the United 
States according to Gonzalo 
Aracibia, a Youth for Under- 
Standing exchange student who 
is staying with the Chartes Fick 
family of Grayling. 


GHS, arrived August 27 follow- 
ing a one day plane trip from his 
home city of Santiaaa, Chile. 

Grayling life is considerably 
dijierent from Gonzalo’s fife in 
the suburb of Chile's capital 
with over four million inhabi- 
tants, compared to Grayling’s 
2,500 residents. 

His father is a pharmacist and 
owns two drugstores in the city. 
His mother, a nutritional re- 
searcher, has-been to the U.S. 
to attend a profession confer- 
ence in Baltimore. Gonzalo is 
the second of five children, with 
one older brother, 17 and three 
younger sisters, aged 15, 14, 
and 11. The Arancibia family 
tives on an estate on a hillside 
outside of Santiago. They grow 
some of their own fruit in an 
orchard planted by their great- 
grandfather. They also own a 
beach house on the Pacific 
Ocean, about a two hour car 
ride from Santiago. 

Since he was four years old. 
Gonzalo nas attended a private 
school near his home. It is 
scientifically oriented with em- 
phasis on math, physics, and 
chemistry. Although Spanish is 
the native language of Chile, 
courses are taught entirely in 
French. The school's French 
influence is seen in everything 
from academics to athletics. 
The course work is highly 
college preperatory, for 90 per 
cent go on to college upon 
completion of 12 years of 
schooling. 

Students must wear a uni- 
form, which for the boys is 2 
white shirt, gray pants, blue 
socks, and a jacket. Long hair in 
the school is expressly forbid- 
den and few liberties exist for 
students. The student - teacher 
relation is more formal in 
Chilean schools than at GHS, 
according to Gonzaln He alea 
said that vhis teachers would be 
“astonished” if they saw the 
liberties granted to GHS stu- 
dents. His school aiso has the 
modular college - type bieck 
scheduling, found at Grayling. 

Due te the French coaching 
influence, the sport of skiing is 
a mandatory requirement in the 
fourth, fifth and sixth grades. 
After sixth grade, participation 
is optional, and the schoo! has 
a racing team, like Grayling’s. 
Santiago's location at the foot 
of the Andes Mountains is 
similar to that of Denver, Co. 
The members travel for one hour
